A SAND | 
COOLING 
PLANT | 


An interesting. sand cooling | 
plant, of compact deagn, which 
has been working succcesfully 
for many months, is shown in the 
accompanying drawing, In this 
plant sanci is delivered from the 
sand 
tor uf the standard belt pattern. 
The sand Is dischurged at the top 
tf this elevator into n controlled 
chute, from whlch it flows down 
over a series of water-cooled trays 
set at an angle of approximately 
35 Gdeg. Ench of these trnys Js 
adjustable and casily removable. 
The supply of cooling water cn- 
ters thesbottcm of cach tray 
through o flexible hose. a pet 
cock being mounted at the top of 
cach tray to discharge any air, 
From tho trays water ly discharg- 
ed through n %in -copper tube 
leading down the side of the 
elevator to o tun dish. The rate 
of water discharge Is controlled 
by o small tap immedtately above 
the tun-dish.

This individual tray - cooling 
water discharge arrangement en- 
ables the operator to see whe- 
ther each tray is being cooled and 
permits close control of the flow 
of water. Owing to the construc- 
tion of the trays the head of 
cooling water is kept very low 


-{ (approximately 4 1b to 6 Ib per 


inch) otherwise the trays would 
have a tendency to bulge. For 
this reason water is supplied 
through two bal) valve cisterns, 
one at the top supplying the firat 
four trays ond, the other being 
mounted halfway down the cleva- 
tor to supply the five bottom 
trays. The sand cascades evenly 
over the whole of each tray, 
spillage belng prevented by light 
sheet metal skirts with a slight 
taper clamped on each side. ‘In 
tests of the plant the following 
temperatures were recorded: — 
Ambient temperature; 56 deg. 
Fah.; temperature of hot sand 
leaving dryer, 240 deg. Fah.; tem- 
perature of sand leaving cooler, 
00 deg.

Methods: | 


Before metal coins became 
the currency of trade, ‘the 
strangest ‘diversity of objects 
were In circulation. In‘*“ Abys- 
sinin, for instance, rock salt 
-was used: in Santa Cruz, red 
feather banda;-while in FIji 
sperm-whale tecth were com- 
monly employed. — - 

Metallic coins. first appeared 
in Ancient Greece. They: were 
of electrum (a natural mixture 
of gold and silver) - ‘or “pale 
gold” ingots of unequal weight, 
made up to sult the . trading 
needs of individual merchants, 
Some of these ingota bore the 
stamp of the maker as oa 
guarantee of quality. The first 
denominntional coins were pro- 
bably those made in the 8th and 
7th Century B.C. by the Merm- 
nad ‘kinga of Lydia, where the 
electrum mines were located. 

Silver coins ‘were not Intro- 
duced until about 660° B.C., and 
pure gold currency did not be- 
come common until the days of 
Croesus, two centuries later. 
Copper never took more than a 
subsidiary place in Greek cur- 
rency, but the inconveuience of 
handling very small silver coins 
led to the appearance of bronze 
about 400 B.C.—by which time 
coins were used by the whole 
civilised world, 


In-The Beginning - 


The enrliest known method] 


of striking coins was to place a 
lump of metal on an anvil .en- 
graved with a design, and strike 
it a heavy blow with a hammer. 
This produced an irregularly 
shaped coin with o design on 
one side. Later, an engraved 
punch was held over the metal, 
so that. design appeared: on 
both sides. 

About 1561 trials were made 
with a machine confining the 


“metal to a circular form, but a 


hundred yenrs elapsed before 
this principle was ostablished. 

The originater of modérn 
methods of minting on a large 
scale was an Englishman, Mat- 
thew Boulton,’ an eighteenth 
century Birmingham manufac- 
turer who had the added dis- 
tinction of partnering James 
Watt in the development of the 
stenm engine. Boulton made 
coins for the East India Com- 
pany, the French Government 
and others, and then obtained 
a contract from -the--British-Go. 
veyument for copper twopenny, 
penny, half-penny and farthing 
picces. : 

Birmingham, where  large- 
scale coining was first under- 
taken is still closcly connected 
with it today.

Exacting Operation 


The’ making of coins is an 
exacting operation, for they 
must not only retain thoir de- 
sign under heavy wear and 
tenr, but be as secure as posal- 
ble against counterfeiting. I.C.1. 
principally uses two alloys—one 
consisting of 79% copper, 20% 
zine, and 1% nickel, and the 
other cupro nickel, of 76% cop- 
per and 26% nickel.’ 

The process ‘begins with the 
casting and rolling of strip. 
The metal ingots are rolled to 
the correct thickness, and, after 
careful gauging for regularity, 
the strip is passed through 
presses which “blank out’ discs 
usually a few, thousandths of 
an inch larger than the finished 
coin. The edges of the! blanka 
are then thickened’ on a rim- 
ming machine. 

After rimming, the blanks 
are annealed, cleaned in acid 
and burnished before minting. 

In tho minting presses, the 
blanks are fed into ao hopper 
and conveyed automatically be- 
tween the “obverse” and “re- 
verse” discs already in position. 
The lower dic has a plain or 
serrated collar. By ‘the opera- 
tion of a toggle joint the. dies 
are then forced on to the blank.
